"What do you people propose to do 
next: what will be the next step?" was 
asked. 
"It Is perhaps as well that the resolu- 
tions were defeated the other day," was 
the reply. "It puts the responsibility o: 
conducting the chnrch into the hands o 
Dr. DeWitt and his supporters. We 
nhall stay out of the church until they 
pay this $7000 and then we may go back 
again."

California Balaiiw-Drled 


Fruits. 


A. G. Freeman, representing the well 


known cemmlulun house of J. K. Arms- 
by A Co. of Chicago, Boston and San 
Francisco, was in Fresno Thursday. 
Mr. Freeman Is one of the beet Informed 
men in the state on the Pacific cowl pro- 
ducts bandied by his house, chief among 
which are raiains and dried fruits, and 
Rare a RBMJBUCAN reporter bis Tlews on 
;he rafoin market as it is and aa it may 
be it certain conditions are complied 
rith. 
Asked what In his opinion was the 


cause of the bad condition of the market 
during the season oi 1891-92, Mr. Free- 
man said: 


'In the first place, the large increase 


n the production each year dnrlne the 
past five years. 
What chiefly affected 


,he market in 1891, however, was ttie 
ncreased importation laBt year of /ante 
currants brought abont by the entire 
remission of duties tbeieon by thin gov- 
ernment and by the additional duty im- 
ioetd on them by the French novern- 
ment. This lattef threw a large portion 
of the product formerly consumed bj the 
French people into the American market. 
"This increased the importation of cur- 


rants from lees than 30.00J.OOO pounds in 
1890-91 to over 40,000,000 pounds in 
1891-92. This has really been tha great- 
est factor In making the raisin industry 
so unproductive last season. Currants 
are now sold in New York for less than 
2>.' centa per pound, and the freights 
from New York to the middle states are 
very low in comparison to the freights 
from California to the same points. No, 
tbe currants do not compete wi h the 
lower grades of raisins alone; this is an 
error many people make. They com- 
pete with raising in general, for both 
raisins and currants are used for a com- 
mon purpose. 
"\v nal will ittnedy tbe present condi- 


tion of affair a? Firtt, eliminate the 
dried wine grape product entirely from 
tbe market; every pound of wine grapca 
that goes into consumption means the 
consumption of one pound less of raisin 
grapea. It ta necessary also that but lit- 
tle if any of tbe second crop of Muscat i 
should bo made into raisins. It eeemi 
to me imperative that the producer 
should find somo other outlet for this 
part of the product. Its disposition 
reels with the grower. It might be sug- 
RBBted, however, that grapes make the 
bent potk and much of the second crop 
might bo used as feed for this kind of 
atock. 
"In the mnin the laiein business, that 


is the price of raisins, is governed by the

ties. In other worde, tho production of 
raisins in California has increased faster 
than the consuming public could afford 
to buy at prices remunerative to the 


"Our hope Is that the low prices which 


have prevailed will induce lam r con- 
sumption, and this, in conjunction with 
the decrease ol the production by turn- 
ing all wine grapes into wine, instead of 
drying them, and using tho second crop 
of Muscats for feed or brandy—as may 
he most profitable— will put the raisin 
industry once more on a paying basis for 
tliearower. 
"The raisin grower, I belinve, is look- 


Ing farther from home for the causes ol 
the depression In prices than the actual 
facts warrant; in other wordB, his ills 
are largely of his own making. 
"What are the prospects for the com- 
lug season? Well, the c»op of 1891 is 
much more nearly consumed than was 
that of 181)0 at tho same date, eo that we 
Bht" go into the market with far lees 
stock, both domestic and imported, than 
has been the case for several years." 
Several efforts were made to have Mr. 


Freeman express himself in tegard to 
the difference* between the packers and 
growers, but without success. His reti- 
cence on this subject could not be over- 
came. He also refused to discuss the 
aliened unfair dealings of fcome of the 
lees responsible commission men in the 
eaflt. Concerning dried fruits Mr. Free- 
man said: 
"The condition of the dried frnlt in- 


dustry is better than Inst year. As in 
tbe case of raisins, the old crop is well 
u*id up, and by the time the new crop 
Is ready wilt be entirely consumed. 
From present indications there will not 
be such an excessive fruit crop in tho 
eastern states ai last year, and while the 
producer out here cannot expect htgb 
prices good paying priest, will prevail."
